tified of their nomination, and in the 
midst of deafening cheers appeared 
before the delegates to voice their 
se their best 


acceptance and to pled 
efforts to the coming campaign 

for several hours during the after 
noon and evening a big throng in the 
Coliseum had listened to a flow of 
oratary 4n nominating and seconding 
apeeches, in which the dominant note 
expressed was the Deliaf that victory 
would come to the new party In the 
November elections 

The party f wally christened it- 
selr the progressive wparty,’’ leaving 
out the prefix national, by which 
it has heretofore been Known, but no 


provision was made for the recogni 
tion of the real progressives $n any 
of the states by whatever name the) 
should be locally designated because 
of state laws The convention § ad- 
journed at 7 p.m,, with the dele- 
gules singing “The Doxulogy'’’ in lus- 


ty voice. During the three days it 
wus in session there was not a single 
roll call mor a badlot taken. The 


delegates asked tho such formalities 
either in placing thelr candidates in 
nomination Or in voting for them. 
There was not a volce of opposition 
either to Col, Roosevelt or Governor 
Johnson, The delay in nominating 
them was due to the large number 
of secomiing speeches allowed. 
Devoid of Conflict, 

As has alWays been the case in na 
tional political conventions, the bulk 
of 1 work in the progressive gath 
ering was carried on in the commit 
tees. The only semblance of a con- 
fict of pinion on the floor was a 
brief debate today as to whether or 
mot an bour’s recess should be taken, 
‘ he point was not material, but, as 
cone delegate expressed it, “We just 
had to fight about something to 
make it a reguiar convention.” 

There was sharp discussion, how 
ever, in several of the committe 
mectings, amd mo Wttle difficulty in 
figreeing upon the Platform as finally 
odopted. Col, Roosevelt worked with 


the sub-committee in charge of the 
plauform until date this ifternoon, 
g0ing over their work of the two pre- 
vious days and nights and vigorously 
helping mould the draft, which at 
lest proved acceptable to thim. 
platform did not take up the negro 
question,
